WASHINGTON ()—Senate 
investigators got a story today of 
$1,053,000 in .wartime contracts 
going to a firm in which Maj. Gen. 
Bennett E. Myers once acknowl- 
edged a financial interést and 1a’ 
said’ was owned by friends. 

After such testimony, the Sen- 
ate war investigating committee 
recessed until tomorrow its hear- 
ings on wartime purchasing prac- 
tices and contracts by the air 
force. ; 

Meyers, a retired purchasing of- 
ficer, promptly called reporters in 
the hearing room and announced 
he had asked a court-martial on 
what he termed “the charges” of 
the senate group. 

Air force officers confirmed 
that. _They said he asked it ver- 
bally in October and was inforrned 
verbally that it could not be grant- 
ed. 


The contract story came from 
two witnesses: 

Lawrence D. Bell, President of 
Bell Aircraft Corp., testified his 
firm awarded $1,053,000 of sub- 
contracts to the Aviation Electric 
Co., Dayton, Ohid: He said Meyers 
told him it was owned by his 
(Meyers’) friends. 

Oliver P. Echols, retired major 

general and General Meyers’ im- 
mediate superior for many years, 
testified Meyers told him “about 
1940” that he owned stock in the 
electrical company but either had 
or would dispose of it then. 
_ On Meyers’ court martial re- 
quest, air force officials said it 
was impossible to grant for two 
reasons: 

(1) It could not be recom- 
mended because a congressional 
inquiry is underway and (2) ‘The 
air force itself would not have jur-

ident Truman declared today that 
“disloyal and subversive” employ- 
es must be removed from the fed- 
eral payroll, but promised that 
no one will be the object of a ‘witch 
hunt.” 

In a statement after his first 
meeting with the new loyalty re- 
view board, the president said: 

“Rumor, gossip, or suspicion 
will not be sufficient to lead to 
the dismissal of any employe for 
disloyalty.” 

He added: 

“They are not being spied upon;

their activities. They have noth- 
ing to fear from the loyalty pro- 
gram; since every effort has been 
made to guaranvee full protection 
to those who are suspected of dis- 
loyalty.” 

He made no reference in’ his 
statement to the recent dismissal 
of a number of state department 
employes.

Mackenzie's Column 





It’s an il] wind that doésn’t blow 
food to somebody, and the British 
cabinet scandal which has cata- 








pulted Sir Stafford Cripps into thé 
important Chaficéllorsmp of the 
DOxchequer, in addition to his min- 
istership of ceonomic affairs, 
should strengthen the hand of the 
government in méeting the tiérce 
economic crisis which is raking 
the unhappy country. 

This sensational upheaval re- 
sulted from the indiscretion of 
Hugh Dalton, Chancellor of the 
iixchequer, in disclosing the terms 
of his budget earlier this week to 
a newspaper before he delivered 
his budget speech in the Hous2 of 
Commons. He had to resign, and 
Prime Minister Attlee promptly 
gave the chancellorship to the 4al- 
ready powerful Cripps. 

This change consolidates in the 
hands of one of Britain’s most cap- 
able men the weapons with which 
to battle the crisis. Observers long 
‘lave regarded Cripps—austere but 
brilliant—-as the strong man of the 
Labor (Socialist) party. 

Of cours? this concentration of 
power will swell the cries of ‘“dic- 
tatorship” ffom opponents of the 
| Attlee regime. His government al- 
ready has resorted. to extreme 
measures which recently have 
evoked cries of “slave state” and | 
“totalitariaMism” from opponents— 
and undoubtedly we shall hear 
much more before the chancellor- 
ship affair is stilled. 


| Up to this juncture the most 
violent protests have been drawn 
by a regulation which Labor Min- 
ister George Isaacs says will put 
to work all persons—-male and 
female—including lords, ‘“spivs 
(petty crooks) and drones.’ Those 
who refuse to comply will be jail- 
ed. That's strong language to use 
to free men. 

Then there's the government's 
new bill which would further ham- 
string the legislative prerogatives 
of the alrzady largely impotent 
house of lords. This brought Con- 
sorvative leader Winston Churchill 
bounding out of a sick hed to 
Commons to shout “dictatorship.” 

Also, the other day the govern- 
ment introduced a measure pro- 
viding more fierce curbs on spend- 
ing power to reduce inflationary 
buying. New taxes hit rich and 
poor alike. The workman even will 
have to pay a penny a pint more 
for the bitter beer which 
breath of life to him. Curiously 
‘enough, however, this economic 
j} knock thus far has been taken} 
| stoically, and the only complaint 
of. the majority of the press is 
;that the curbs” aren't drastic 
l enough. 

Analysis of these various re- 
actions gives a fair idea of Eng- 
land's political temper. It hates 
regimentation of the individual, 
but is ready to make any economic 
; sacrifices to meet the needs of the 
country. 

That's the answer, I take it, to 
|the question so frequently asked: 
Is Britain tending toward totalitar- 
ianism? There is not the slightest 
indication that it is. On the con- 
trary, the political pundits tell us 
there much dissatisfaction 
with the way the Socialist govern- 
ment has been handling the crisis 
} that it is doubtful if it could be 
returned to power in a_ general 
election at this juncture. In this 
connection it must be remembered 
that many conservatives voted the 
Socialist ticket at the last election 
because they weren't satisfied with 
prospects held out by their own 
party.

ment, have had inexorable politi- 
cal consequences. 

Things have turned out in east- 
ern Europé as they had to turn out 
under the policies we condoned or 
permitted. Our present indigna-
